The Bureau Wash- 
ington recently made some tests which 
show that every printer and binder 
wheewants make the most satis- 
factory deliveries his customers 
should pay careful attention the 
conditions under which 
printed and folded. 

They first made tests the folding 
endurance twelve papers at- 
mosphere with relative humidity 
content per cent. Various other 
tests were then made with relative 
humidity content ranging down 
per cent. this point the twelve 
papers had averaged loss per 
cent folding endurance. The chart 
reproduced this page graphically 
pictures the results these tests, and 
shows the steady decline folding 
endurance which takes place with 
decrease moisture content. 


What Another Test Showed 


recent folding test showed 
clusively results which may ex- 
pected from paper folded under dry 
conditions and under favorable mois- 
ture conditions.

Each 
lot remained these places for seven 
hours before being folded. time 
folding, laboratory tests showed the 
paper which had been the press- 
room contained 3.24 per cent moisture, 
and paper which had been the damp 
room contained 5.08 per cent moisture. 
Conditions similar those under 
which this test was made prevail 
nearly every bindery, and “surface 
breaks,” similar those resulting 
from folding the dry sheets this 
test, are the result many jobs. 


Injecting Moisture Into Air 

The only way which condition 
this kind can overcome in- 
ject sufficient amount moisture 
into the air the bindery main- 
tain average relative humidity 
per cent, then allow the paper 
stand long enough absorb suf- 
ficient moisture bring back its 
original condition. divided into 
small lifts and racked, better hung 
up, will not take long this. 

not difficult determine when 
extreme departures from degree 
relative humidity that will insure sat- 
isfactory working conditions. Any 
good hygrometer will furnish this in- 
formation. 

Controlling Humidity Conditions 


With such instrument and 
relative humidity table the binder has 
available all the information needs 
guided the control hu- 
midity conditions his bindery. 

That essential know hu- 
midity conditions and regulate them 
far possible obvious from 
what has been pointed out the 
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serious effects humidity paper 
and quality printing. 

One does not realize the radical 
changes humidity which take place, 
and their direct relation varia- 
tion daily production, until some 
study local conditions made. 


Percentage Rises and Falls 


show what direct bearing 
humidity has daily production, 
both quality and quantity, tabu- 
lated report showing temperature and 
humidity variations for mid-western 
city during the month May, 1928, 
may cited. The variations this 
table were well worth studying, giv- 
ing exact idea what the binder, 
printer and paper man have con- 
tend with. 


The percentage humidity, the 


chart showed, dropped from 40, 
course half This meant that 
during the drop the paper was 
drained moisture, and that during 
the rise was being saturated. And 
that during these processes the fibers 
were shrinking stretching. 

Moreover, the chart further showed 
that for days time the humidity 
ranged between per cent and 
per cent. During this time the paper 
exposed, under similar humidity con- 
ditions, will carry excess load 
moisture and will stretch much 
that will take several days re- 
store normal.

Deckle Paper Cutting 

“When deckled paper cut be- 
fore printing when the form 
requires only half the sheet, the pa- 
per should jogged deckle edge 
before cutting through the center 
the sheet; then jogged the opposite 
deckle and the uneven edge the 
trimmed side cut off, thus giving 
stock uniform size throughout the 
run, with straight edge for grip- 


per.”

This method 
relic earlier period bookbind- 
ing. While the leaders the field are 
estimating modern basis, the 
continued use the obsolete cost sys- 
tem shows that there has been un- 
even development the industry. 


Production and Estimating 


This uneven development largely 
because equipment and mechanical 
production have forged swiftly ahead, 
while accounting and estimating have 
far too many cases stayed pretty 
much where they were years ago. 

“The progress made machine de- 
velopment and the application ma- 
chine manufacturing 
bookbinding recent years have rev- 
olutionized the industry,” says 
Palmer, past president the Employ- 
ing Bookbinders America, re- 
cent article BOOKBINDING MAGAZINE. 

Although this progress has been 
steadily utilized most binders 
providing the printing trade with bet- 
ter and speedier work, some have not 
adjusted their estimating methods 
conform with the changing conditions. 


Methods Yesterday 


Years back, when book pam- 
was bound hand, was 
comparatively simple process cal- 
culate the selling price.

When counting and folding were 
done hand the same table, un- 
der the same conditions, was correct 
paste the same rate expense 
each operation. But that counting 
should done hand small 
part table and the folding per- 
formed costly machine, electri- 
cally run, occupying sizable section 
the floor, requiring constant super- 
vision different type labor— 
the conditions that govern the two 
operations vary great extent, 
not logical make their expense 
rates vary? Obviously, would 
foolish say that disregarding direct 
labor, costs much run small 
perforating machine run rul- 
ing machine with automatic feeder. 

Apparently, anyone estimating 
the old basis flat percentage 
the labor cost for all jobs going 
make decent profit the simple 
operations and going take loss 
where modern equipment required. 


Figuring Wrong 


Wrong the principle is, some 
binders still estimate the system 
adding general overhead percent- 
age their labor costs. They trust, 
operations. 

Under normal conditions sales 
entered may yield profit toto, even 
though the results are not balanced 


the different productive departments.. 


But, astonishing may seem, 
the very percentage used frequently 
incorrect. 

discussions costs and estimat- 
ing with bookbinders, suggested 
hour rates, for instance, sometimes 
bring forth answer “That’s too 
high! I’d lose money every job. 
The way figure now, jobs come 
out much cheaper.” 

“How you estimate?” the 
question. 

“Overhead labor,” explains the 
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binder. “If pay out $100 for labor 
directly chargeable one job, add 
and much per cent for ex- 
pense.” 

“And how you figure what that 
percentage for expense should be?” 
the next query. 

The answer discloses 
method computing this figure in- 
correct. 


Labor and Expenses 


The bookbinder’s ledger, for ex- 
ample, shows that pays $100,000 
for labor and other expenses $100,- 
000. 

Naturally the proprietor figures 
that the average expense overhead 
rate 100 per cent labor. 

may be, but analysis 
the labor account often shows that the 
classification includes many 
wages not directly chargeable any 
job. 

Thousands dollars entered the 
wages, payroll, labor account 
really belong what the proprietor 
calls “overhead.” 

Such wages are those for the re- 
ceiving and delivery employees, the 
foreman and forelady, operators, lost 
time that paid for, and sometimes 
even office help. 

Instead the overhead being, 
the example, $100,000 for every $100,- 
000 labor, was, let say, $120,000 
for every $80,000 direct charge- 
able labor. What difference! 

So, unless the binder reckons office 
labor, delivery salaries and the like 
when figuring the labor cost 
job using the wrong percent- 
age. 

Such have kept esti- 
mators wandering about fools’ 
paradise for years, with losses piling 
up. 
Make mistake about it! The 
whole principal general aver- 
age rate overhead labor be- 
hind the times. unfair some 
parts the factory and overindulgent 
other parts. But bookbinder in- 
sists using this method, least let 
him use the correct basis for his per- 
centage.

ANY people would say that 
Bell hadn’t discovered the

Likewise, William Morris and 
Charles Ricketts hadn’t been prompted 
turn conglomeration type and 
paper and illustration into veritable 
“Book Beautiful,” very possible 
that the same idea might have been 
conceived some one else. 

Are Credited with Revival 

Nevertheless, must admitted 
that credit for the revival beauti- 
ful printing belongs these two men, 
whose tastes revolted the vulgar, 
tawdry and expressionless books 
the time. 

They wanted beautiful books, but 
instead grumbling and complain- 
ing what was not available, they 
set work make what they could 
not buy. They were moved again 
that vital form atavism which, 
going back earlier period, picks 
the dropped thread tradition 
and continues the process evolu- 
tion. Their protest, therefore, be- 
came, the best sense the word, 
revolution. 

Morris Sought Simplicity 

William Morris was essentially 
decorator; would have had every 
one the fine products his amaz- 
ing vitality burst into flower and 
leaf, into wondrous device and every 
beauty form. Yet everything 
did, the fine simplicity his na- 
ture was saving grace. 

But with the books designed 
Charles Ricketts find the expres- 
sion entirely different tempera- 
ment, temperament which was 
assertively personal and essentially 
individual, against the democratic 
and communal sense Morris. This 
individuality seen most the 
books the Vale Press, and those 
beautiful volumes, The Dial and Os- 
Wilde’s, The Sphinx and The 
House Pomegranates, which were 
the immediate forerunners and first 
causes that press. 


Inspired Jenson’s Types 
Both men, however, were inspired 
their first founts the classical 
types Jenson, whom the Roman 
letter had its consummation, although 
the deep-rooted spirit Mor-

ris was naturally not tied that 
particular form. The significance 
this adoption the Roman type lies 
the fact that, although the first 
movable types were standardization 
the missals the Middle Ages, and 
essentially Gothic character, letter- 
ing itself was Greek and Roman 
origin. 


was approximately 
thirty years ago that 

William Morris printed his 
last book the Kelmscott 
Press, which set forth his 
convictions the binding 
and printing beautiful 
volumes. 

told the accompany- 
ing article Vernon 
Sisson, written especially for 
Pa., book paper 
manufacturers, the influence 
such men Morris, 
Charles Ricketts, Emery 
Walker, Cobden-San- 
derson and the genius they 
put into their creative work 
are felt today, not only 
limited editions but the 
whole domain book-mak- 
ing. 

“Everywhere, every 
city, and every form 
printing, both aesthetic and 
commercial, you will find the 
influence these early 
printers expressing itself 
constantly increasing ap- 
preciation for the ‘Book 
Mr. Sisson says. 
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Morris, spite his intense love 
Gothic, fully realized this, and al- 
though the Kelmscott books the 
mass reveal beauties suggesting Cax- 
ton and Wenkyn Worde, will 
found more intimate acquaint- 
ance with them that the Renaissance 
has contributed small way 
their final charm. 

Both derived inspiration from the 
“sunny pages the Renaissance,” 
and finally made books equal and 
some cases better than the best 
books the Gothic printers. 

Deemed Legibility Necessary 

Both, although prompted senti- 
mental Victorian “Oh for the touch 
vanished hand” sort feeling, 
gave the printed page unity and 
architectural compactness which, 
conscious aesthetic effort, was un- 
precedented. 

These reformers found necessary 
reintroduce redesign special old 
forms type, some it, however, 
like Ricketts’ “Kings” type, not espe- 
cially attractive, legible homo- 
geneous form. 

They realized that the making 
books the first and most essential 
demand for legibility. Printing 
must readable. Therefore their 
fonts they aimed clarity and 
utility combined with personal ex- 
pression. The commercial tradition 
the oblong letter, with its false 
utility, was abandoned, and the dig- 
nity the square and round types 
Jenson restored, possible loss space 
such proceeding being obviated 
greater care the building the 
page and the setting the lines.

Press Developments 


The old style job press has been 
followed the heavy embossing type, 
with more rollers give more uni- 
form inking, and usually with electric 
back plates, which enable the stamper 
blank his pattern cloth with 
heat, and then, cooling off his die, 
ink the same impressions without 
changing his gauges dies. Then, 
too, there have been developed auto- 
matic fed inking presses, both the 
hopper type, using the flat dies, and 
the cylinder type, using the curved 
dies, much like rotary press. 


25,000 Impressions Day

Embossing 


Embossing done the same gold 
that metal used and the face 
the press over which the covers are 
fed built bed which, when 
hardened, pushes the cover material 
into the die the head and gives 
the desired effect. 

Graining accomplished the 
same manner, usually with flat bed, 
which can steamed occasionally 
remove defects resulting from im- 
perfections lumps the material 
that being embossed. 


Inking done cold press and 
pattern cloths the covers must 
first stamped with hot die and 
then with the ink die, or- 
job printing press. Attach- 
ments are now made for these inking 
presses which gold and imitation 
gold, ribbon form, may also fed. 


Gold Ink Development 


During the period the World 
War and immediately thereafter, 
when materials had reached tremen- 
dous peak and every manufacturer 
was endeavoring discover means 
for reducing the costs binding, 
gold ink was developed, which, when 
applied hot, the same manner 
ordinary inking job, gave much 
the appearance artificial 
stamping through leaf. This has de- 
served considerable popularity, par

With automatic 
machines for warming, rounding and 
shaping the cover ready fit the 
book and the casing-in machines 
themselves, (which feed the covers 
from hopper and, with the aid 
feeder, who places the book re- 
volving arm, which disappears down 
the machine with the book and 
comes under the cover with the 
end linings the book pasted off se- 
curely, places inside the cover and 
with another revolution the ma- 
chine delivers the machine caser- 
operator) there has been won- 
derful development speed and ac- 
curacy, where one machine does the 
work least two casing-in crews 
and sometimes three. 

Naturally, much the tight back 
and special work, such 
leather bindings, must still done 
hand, but per cent the casing-in 
edition work performed ma- 
chine today.
